On these two counts however, 
the defence won, By establish 
ing beyond doubt his American 
birth, Joyco was seen to have 
acted within his legal rights.

On that score Britaln 
had no case against him, nor 
had America, which at the time 
Joyee became :a German was a 
neutral bystander jin the 
European. struggle. 

The third count was more 
specific, It confined the charge 
of high treason: to the dates be- 
tween the outbreak of war and 
July 2, 1040, the date on, which 
Joyce's British passport explred. 
His American citizenship did not 
necessarily Invalidate this count. 
‘Though Joyce had licd in order, 
to obtain a British passport, so 
long os it remained volld he 
enjoyed its protection, And If 
he enjoyed Its protection, he 
owed In return a temporary 
allegiance to the Sovereign. In 
breaking that allegiance, he 
could be held to commit high 
treason, 


Judge Decides . 


UCH“ was the case for the 
i. prosecution, The passport 
systvm had developed — faster 
than the processes of law, and 
no rullng on this ‘point existed. 
After hearing the submissions of 
both sides, the judge ruled that 
the-holder of a British passport 
owed allegiance to the Crown 
even when he was outside the 
realm. 


That ruling encompassed the 
downfall of William Joyce. He 
was sentenced to denth, and the 
conviction’ was upheld by both 
the: Court of Appeal and the 
Houye of Lords, He was executed 
on January 3, 1946, 


Joyce, then, was hanged by 
hig possession of a British pass- 
port, As an.American he had 
no need of it, but he. may have 
een ‘the victim of a mistake, 
either through his own wishful 
thinking and uncertainty of - his 
status, or through — a: deception 
consciously practised, even on 
his son, by ‘his fother Michael 
Joyce, ‘ 


The ‘father was in-no doubt 
nbout his own nationallty, but 
for reasons best known to him- 
self he told) another son, 
Quentin, never to mention it. 
In 10934, when, Willlam was in 
the midst of ' street battles, 
Michael Joyce performed the 
last symbolic rite of fenuncia- 
tion by burning his American 
passport,

There 
accumulative clreumstancts have 
indeed raised ‘the footballer of 
thig age to a new status and 
have placed| important new 
responsibllitics in his hands ... 
and of course in his boots. : 


For this reason It becomes in- 
erensingly necessary for even 
the most narrow minded of in- 
dividuals, andthe most con- 
servative of communities, to 
take notice of what is happening 
in other parts of the world, 
and to benefit accordingly. 


SOCCER REPUTATION 


No longer can any country— 
however great its .soccer re- 
putation—remain aloof or adopt. 
an isolationist attitude. FIFA 
has gone from. strength to 
strength and there is surely no 
doubting that the  gencral 
widening of ‘attitude, and the 
improved facilities for the 
exchange of ideas on an inter- 
national basis, are changing the 
whole concept of the game.. 


As in every other community 
there are those im the football 
sphere who do not take kindly 
to changes ... but, ag certain 
as the passing of time itself, the 
changes will take ‘piace... 
whatever the opposition. 


-From Hongkong we have a 
fine if somewhat remote pano- 
ramic view of what is going on 
in the soccer world, We can 
sit back and feel a smug satls- 
faction that we have no counter- 
part of, the shocking spect- 
ator behaviour so common in 


South America, and we can. 


look with some pleasure on the 
fact that generally our plnyers 
conduct themstlves with com- 
mendable decorum, 


The recent | incident — at 
Coventry in England when

INNOVATIONS 


The football world i$ becoming 
wider and wider in scope, but 
with modern communications i 
travel and news it is also be- 
coming closer and clostr, What 
happens in ane place today js 
widespread , knowledge «- to- 
morrow, and similarly the in- 
novations of one country are 
quickly available to others, 


This latter factor has made me 
re-read a letter 1 received from 
a local Chinese football fan 
some weeks ago. In his Iectter 
he said that the present run of 
things in Hongkong had gone on 
long enough ond he.felt that to 
keep In tempo with modern 
ideas some progressive changes 
should be condidered. 


Before going on to his actual 
suggestions let us look at an al- 
most similar idea that has sud- 
denly burst upon the {football 
public in England. 7 


The English football public 
awoke the other day to the news 
thut the Foo/ball League had 
released parWoulats of a rcvolu- 
tionary scheme aimed at restor- 
Ing public interest in tha scason~ 
long compe.ition. For the bene- 
fit of those who do not have a 
full appreciation of the English 
et-up dt should be poinicd out 
that the Football League and 
the Football Association arc two 
very different organisations who, 
while they have a common idcal, 
have many contrary views. 


The Leayue has now suggested 

a slashing revision of the com- 
petition with fewer ‘teams, 2a 
widened scope for promotion and 
relegation....and much more 
compcltive football under flood~ 
lights. Many writers and 
ofticlals in England have already 
expressed their ‘views on the 
proposals. Some like the idea; 
some dislike it....but it is a 
sign of the times and it may well 
be proved that eventually ‘some- 
thing on both sides wlll have to 
be sacrificed in the interests of 
progressive remodelling that will 
p England in line. with the 
other great footballing countries. 
What of Hongkong? Is our 
present competition providing 
the best incentive to soccer pro- 
gress?..,.0r probably much 
more important....is there a 
more profitable and workable 
alternative, ,..2? : 
The letter I spoke about 
earlier came from a man who 
has no qualms about stating 
that our present stt-up is nel- 
thar the possible nor the 
one Ukcly to produce the best 
long-term benefits to the game. 


CHAPTER AND VERSE

In other words footballers 
must be tough with themselves

- There are a few “muscle men" 
spolling the game because thelr 
one odject is to stop an op- 
ponent: It is these sly nudges 
and ‘ankle taps, particularly on 
fron hard frosty pitches, which 
bri retaliation from the In- 
jured party. Unless the referee 
keeps a tight grip on the gamt, 
we see those silly incidents with 
players arguing among them- 
selves; pushing one another, 
and the sole result {s, of course, 
that fans become disgusted. 

They drift away from the 
game; thtre is less  moncy 
coming through the turnstiles. 
So players are really hindering 
the game which ts their own 
livelihood, as well as causing o 
in the = skills of 
soccer. 


PERSONAL VENDETTA 
No man can concentrate on 
laying clever football! when he 


is more concerned with carrying |: 


on a personal vendetta with an 
opponent. I repeat, I don’t sub- 
scribe to the view that sotcer 
is rougher or tougher than it 
was....I only say it could be 
better! 

It is perhaps interesting to 
reflect that thore is not so much 
bodily contact in the continental 
gamo of football.

We in Britain should re- 
adjust our ideas on sport along

member of » museum 
of natural history and o 
zoo? The boys and girls who 
live in Akron, Ohio, can be-- 
come members of the Rub- 
ber City’s Museum of 
Natural History by  con- 
tributing 26 cents annually. 


This unique museum {6 
located'in Perkins Woods, 
in the southwest scction af 
Akron. In the museum are 
leaf, Wood and mineral 
collections; mounted speci- 
mens of birds, fishes and 
the amaller animals, New 
displays are set up and 
changed frequently. Perhaps 
a plastic and rubber exhibi- 
tion will be seen at one visit 
of ‘pyrites 
and metals at another. 


Pocket books on nature, 
including everything from 


astronomy to fishes, may be - 


purchased, Nature-stamps 
are sold, too. A conserva- 
tory addition to the museum 
has plants of different 
varieties, In clear-view 
aquariums ard fish native to 
Ohio, also fish from other 
countries. Snakes lie coiled 
in glassed-in cases and birds 
twitter from their cages. 


KIDS’ COLLECTIONS 


Often a boy or girl will 
bring his favourite collection 
of rocks or leaves to the 
museum. These exhibits-are 
displayed for other boys and 
girls to view. and, after. 
a reasonable Iength of time, 
are returned to the ¢x- 
hibitors. © 


Interesting os the museum 
is to boys and girls, the big 
attraction is the nearby zoo, 
which is part of the 
museum. A ten-cent admis- 
sion charge is made to cover 
maintenance costs, _ five 
cents ‘for school groups. 
Because a trip to the Chil- 
dren’s Zoo is like secing a

They said there was no doubt 
that in his books, “The Most 
Haunted House in England” and 
"The End of Borley. Rectory” 
Price “presented g deliberately 
distorted account” of 
material in his possession. 


They added: “most suspicious 
of all perhaps, is the coincidence 
of the first outbreak. of violent 
objective manifestations at the 
rectory with the first visit by 
Price to Borley in 1920. 
Extraordinary colncidencts, do 
occur, of course, but if this ex- 
planation is not accepted tho 
circumstances point somewhat 
dircetly to Price himself being 
responsible for the throwing of 
stones, keys and medals (of 
which Price wag o' collector) for 
the transformation of ldquids 
into Ink....”

Joyce Chooses 


HEN the break came in- 

evitably, Joyce stumped off 
to form a splinter group of 
Fuscism, the British Natlonal 
Socialist League, which as its 
name tmplicd laned nearer to 
Miter than to the dictator whom 
the Fascists hid taken as their 
model, Mussolint. 

From thut point it was a short 
step ty the ullimate end. When 
war came, he faced internment 
or treason. Joyce chose teason. 
A few days before the declara- 
llon, be left for Germany. In 
his luggage was the British pass- 
port which was to hang him. 

Hija work for the Germans ts 
well known, He served them 
throughout the war as a broad- 
caster, his voice wloating, 
whewdling or threatening to his 
British listeners, At one time he 
commanded a considerable 
audience. There were those who 
lurned to Hamburg out of 
curlusity, vut of a desire to hear 
both sides, for the strange sensa- 
tlon of hearing an unseen 
enemy, or simply fer  amuse- 
ment. Whatever the motive, it 
was rarely the one which Joyce 
had Intended. 


“Jairmany Calling” 


IS success was negligible, 

and his audience shrank as 
the war progressed. He was In- 
vested with the comic title of 
Lord How-Haw, and it must 
have been ao bitter disappolnt- 
ment to Britain’s self-appointed 
saviour, when carried on a 
stretcher after his capture, he 
heard British troops mocki: 
the nasal tones of his call-sign, 
“Jalrmoany calling.” To the last 
the British, who had never 
understoud him,” rebulféd him. 


But criminal responsibilty is 
not necessarily in proportion to 
the success of the crime. The 
attempt is enough, and sv in 
due course William Joyce was 
brought to the Central Criminal 
Courl to be indicted on three 
counts fur high treason. 


The Defence Scores 


NN the first’ count he was 

charged with — traitorously 
udhering in time of war to the 
King’s cnemies, being a person 
owing allegiance to the King, by 
broadcasting on dates between 
September 18, 1939 snd May 29 
1945. The second count charged 
him with high treason in the 
same terms by purporting to: 
became naturalised as a German 
citizen on September 28, 4940. 
Had, in fact, Joyce been a 
British cilizen, he could have 
offered Uttle defence to elther 
charge, for he did broadcast and 
he did become a German citizen. 


On these two counts however, 
the defence won. By establish- 
ing beyond doubt his American 
birth, Joyco waa scen to have 
acted within his legal rights. He 
had gone to Germany os a 
citizen of a acutral state, and as 
such he could brondcast and 
change his nationality with 
impunity. On that score Britain 
hed no case against him, nor 
bad Anjerica, which at the time 
Joyee became a German was a 
neutral bystander in the 
European struggle. 

The third count) was more 
specific. It confined the charge 
of high treason to the dates be- 
tween the outbreak of war and 
July 2, 1940, the date on which 
Joyce’s British ossport expired. 

is American citizenship did not 
necessarily invalidate this count. 
Though Joyce had Ucd in order 
to obtain a British passport, se 
tong os it remained valid he 
enjoyed its protection. And If 
he enjoyed: its protectlon, he 
owed in relurn a temporary 
allegiance to the Sovereign. In 
breaking that allegiance, tre 
could held to) commit high 
treason, 


Judge Decides 


UCH was the case for the 
& prosecuden. The passport 
systtm had developed faster 
than the processes of law, and 
no ruling on this point existed. 
After hearlng the submissions of 
buth sides, the judge ruled that 
the holder of a British passport 
owed allegiance to the Crown 
even when he was outside the 
realm. 


That ruling encompassed the 
downfall of Wlillam Joyce. He 
was sentenced to death, and the 
conviction was upheld by both 
the Court of Appeal and the 
House of Lords. He was exccuted 
on Junuary 3, 1946, 


Jvycee, then, wos hanged by 
his possesston of a British pass- 
port. As an American he had 
no need of it, but he may have 
been the victim of a mistake, 
either through his own wishful 


ng thinking and uncertainty of his 


status, or through a deception 
consciously practised, even on 
his son, by his father Michact 
Joyce. Si ae 


The father was in no doubt 
about his own nationality, but 
for reasons best known to him- 
self he told another = son, 
Quentin, never to mention It. 
In 1934, when William was in 
the midst of street battles, 
Michael! Joyce performed the 
last symbolic rite of renuncia- 
tlon by burning his American 
passport. 


In statements Leth as a young

backed plastic in a pretty 
pattern. 


Wash the tins in hot suds first 
to remove dirt, wax or grease, 
Dry them well ond then just 
smooth on the plastic covering, 
which is completely washable, 


WINDOW SILL CARE 


Gloss containers which hold 
Jants growing in water must 
be kept clear and eparkling at 
all times, Scrub. them often 
with hot suds and rinses, both 
inside and out.

OULD yout like to be a 

tember of 2 mbseum 
of natural history tnd a 
zoo? The boys and girls who 
live in Akron, Ohio, can be- 
come members of the Rub- 
ber City’s Mustttm = of 
Natural History by  con- 
tributing 26 cents annually. 


This unique museum = ta 
located in Perkins Woods, 
in the southwest section of 
Akron. In the museum are 
leaf, wood and mineral 
collections; mounted speci- 
mens of birds, fishes and 
the smaller animals. New 
displays are set up and 
changed frequently. Perhaps 
a plastic and rubber exhibi- 
tion will be seen at one visit 
and something of  pyrites 
and metals at another. 


Pocket books on nature, 
including everything from 
astronomy to fishes, may be 
purchased, — Nature-stamps 
are sold, too. A conserva- 
tory addition to the museum 
has plants of different 
varieties, In clear-view 
nquariums are fish native to 
Ohio, also fish from other 
countries. Snakes lie coiled 
in glassed-In cases and birds 
twitter from their cages. 


KIDS’ COLLECTIONS 


Often a boy or gir! will 
bring his favourite collection 
of rocks or leaves to the 
museum. These exhibits are 
displayed for other boys and 
girls to view and, after 
a reasonable length of time, 
are returned to the ex- 
hibitors. 


Interesting as the museum 
is to boys and girls, the big 
attraction is the nearby zoo, 
which is part of the 
museum. A ten-cent admis- 
sion charge is made to cover 
maintenance — costs, five 
cents for schoo! groups.
